‘Coming over on the street car from 
Strathcona the other morning, a man 
avo lived in’ Edmonton in that very 
remote period, the later nineties, was 
commenting on the chanves that he 
had seen in the intecvai. It had been 
raining for several days and the vehi- 
cles climbing the hill to the C.P.R 
station were having a hard time oof it 
and it was the sight of these which 
suade him reminiscent. 

“T left Calgary on the night express 
at one o'clock this morning,” the said, 

“after a fifteen minutes’ ride in the 
comfont of a street car I shall be at 
home having my breakfast at ithe usual 
time. ‘Before long on a similar trip 
T shall be able to ride right imto Ed- 
monton over the ‘high-level ibridge, 
what the ICP.R. considers it’ worth 
evhile spending a million dollars ton for 
the sake of entering the town whicn 
not long ago it expected soon to dis- 
appear from ithe map. 

“leven years ago when you want- 
ed ito travel from Calgary to Edmon- 
ton, you ‘had the choice of ‘two 
trains a week. They were of the vari- 
ety known as “mixed” and extreme 
specimens of it they were. You left 
Calgary early in the morning and the 
timesteble sadd you iwould arrive at 
Mrathcoha between ten and eleven at 
night. Usually it was two ‘or three 
in the morning; and then the ‘worst 
part of the trip was !before you. The 
grade down to tthe river wns so steep 
that in the best of weather the driver 
had to keep this wits about him. After 
aday or so of rain, you expected every 
nvoment ‘to have ithe bus tumble all in 
acheap at the bottom of tthe hill, There 
was mo bridge. ‘the ferry was nt a 
point just below the present bridge. 
When the bus reached it, there would 
often Ibe a score of rigs ahead: waint- 
ing to cross over, and a dong delay 
would ensure till your turn came. ‘hen 
came a trip up the Edmonton side, 
which put most of the mountain-climb- 
ing feats that the magazines ‘ell us 
about completeiy in ithe shade. No 
wonder that mhen with the dawn 
breaking you reached the ‘threstrold 
of your home, you resolved ‘that only 
the direst necessity would take you 
away from it, 

“Now ithree great railway rnd 
fast and handsomely appointed trains 
into Edmonton and three a day come 
in over the old C. & E. and yet some 
people say that the city asn't igoing 
ahead fast enough. What do they ex- 
pect any way?” 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF RIVER 
NAVIGATION. 


The Capital has had a great deal to 
say im recent months about the desir- 
ability of making the internal wate-- 
ways of the Dominion mere of a fae: 
tor in its development. We are Vitaliy 
interested in Edmonton in two such 
projects. ‘The Dominion government 
is working on a scheme for the im- 
provement of navigation on the Sas- 
kafchewan which means very much to 
us, By the construction of a com- 
paratively short line of railway to 
Tort MeMurray, one of the greatest 
waterways of the world, that of the 
Athabasca and Mackenzie rivers will 
become available for ihe purposes of 
civilization and a country of vast pos- 
sibilities be opened up. In pushing 
ahead such projects as these we are 
Lut following the example of other 
countries. The development of river 
navigation is bound to be one of the 
outstanding economic facts of the 
carly part of the twentieth century. 
On this page net Jong aya attention 
was called to what Russia is doing in 
this direction and now we find the 
French press enthusiastic over the 
recent completion by the government 
ot that country of a railway 360 miles 
tong, from the port of Konakry, in its 
tcritory on the west coast of Africa, 
to a point on the Niger river which 
will place the tremendous territory 
that waterway passes through in close 
touch with the outside world. In the 
short time that the road hans been in 
operation, the traffic has exceeded all 
expectations and the enterprise will 
be a remunerative one from the first. 

There is no doubt about the new 
interest which the subject is arousing 
in Canada. The Toronto Globe, for 


instance, is discussing the $30,000,00c 
surplus which Mr. Fielding will have 
to deal with in his next budget speech, 
says that part of the money could be 
very advantageously spent in improv- 
ing our internal waterways. 

“Men not at all given to exaggera- 
tion,” it declares, “believe that the 
North and South Saskatchewan, the 
Columbia, the Fraser, the Mackenzig 
and other great river systems of the 
West by the expenditure of a few mil- 
licn dollars for the control of theis 
waters and drédging at various poitns 
could be made extremely valuable in 
regulating the railway rates and pro 
viding for passenger traffic pleasant 
alterative routes to those of the rail- 
ways. Nothing would add m¢re to the 
joy of life on the plains than the 
possibility of taking a steamer at Ed- 
monton or Medicine Hat and sailing 
down the river to Prince Albert of 
Saskatoon or even on to Winnipeg. 
The recent opening of the St. An- 
drew’s locks on the Red river and the 
great stretch of navigable water 
opened up by the construction of < 
single passage gives an idea of what 
could be done along the same lines 
for the West as a whole.”

President Taft said to the delegates 
to the American Yrison Association: 
“Tf we make prisons so comfortable 
as to furnish a motive for violating 
the law they will not serve the pur- 
pose for which they were established.” 
There need be no fear on that score. 
It makes little difference what may be 
done to make a convict’s life enjoy- 
able he will not enjoy it. He might 
be given a soft bed, light work, pie 


;and cake, but a prison would remain a 


prison. The confinement, the moton- 
ous life, the deprivation of accustom- 
ed pleasures, would be intolerable. 
The disgrace might count for nothing, 
but the lack of freedom would count 
for a great deal. 

As long as the community is irrat- 
ed by burglars, footpads, defaulters, 
sneak thieves, etc., there is no danger 
of what the president calls “maudlin 
sentimentality’—between which and 
“the desire for vengeance” he would 
steer a middle course—getting the up- 
per hand. Thus far the punishment 
of criminals appeals more strong!y ¢o 
the majority than does their reforma- 
tion. 

But a change is coming with the sci- 
entilic study of crime, its causes, anc 
the possible cure. Some men have 
been advocating the reclamation of 
swamp lands and their conversion into 
an agricultural asset. We all-agrce 
with them. Other men are insisting 
on the importance of the reclamation 
of criminals and their conversion into 
an industrial asset. Who can deny 
that the community would be better 
served by the transformation of a man 
who had been preying on it into a pro- 
ducer than it would by the acquisition 
of another acre of land? 

The men who are paying attention 
to the reformation side of the crime 
question are not sentimentalists. They 
are humanitarians as far as their war 
against human barbarities is concern- 
ed, but when they show what society 
has to gain by the reclamation of 
criminals who are not beyond hope 
of redumption they are eminently 
practical. It is not their idea to re- 
form criminals by assisting and pam- 
pering them. They never would 
make any prisons they managed 
cable summer or winter resorts. 
No man would break a law to get into 
one. 

But in those prisons nothing would 
be said or done which discouraged re- 
formation, which confirmed men in 
crime, and made them more danger- 
ous to society when they went out 
than they were when they went in. 
That is the kind of prison. manage- 
ment we need but have not secured.

The whole credit of the prosperity 
of Canada is not due to wise and 
progressive government at Ottawe 
It is in part the inevitable result of the 
opening up and development of a 
country rich in natural resources and 
peopled by the sturdy races of the 
Homeland. But a government acti- 
ated by the spirit of pessimism which 
seems to control the Ottawa Opposi- 
tion would have hindered, rather than 
helped, the development which time 
has brought about. It_ was Provid- 
ence which gave Canada to the Cana- 
dians, but it was Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and his colleagues who awakened 
Canada and the world to a realization 
of the goodness of the gift. In so far 
as their careful administration has fos- 
tered the Dominion’s progress, and in 
so far as their confidence in the coun- 
try’s future has helped Canada to 
come into its own, these statesmen 
may at least claim to have been the 
lieutenants of a Providence which did 
not seem to find much suitable ma- 
terial in the ranks of their prede- 
cessors,

DEADLOCK IN FINLAND. 


CRITICISED'THE CZAR. 


Diet Refuses to Accept Place of a|In a Foreign Land; but Had to Go tg 


Purely Russian Province. 
“Helsingfors, Oct. 13—A° deadlock 
has arisen in the Dict in connection 
with the Imperial proposals defining 
Russo-linnish relations. The docu- 
ment embodying these was not ac- 
companied by any direct communica- 
tion from the Emperor, the only au- 
thorizatiom being a memorandum from 
the Russian council of ministers. Fin- 
land is thus treated as a purely Rus+ 
sian province, and the Diet refuse to 
recognize the procedure on the ground 
that Russian ministers in themselves 
are unknown to the Finnish constitu- 
tion.
